In presenting this article and illustrations to the public, I am 
actuated by the motive in sportsman generally to skip the fundi- 
mental rudiments of Bhooting, all being too prone to jump at the 
conclusive branches. This undoubtedly being the results of im¬ 
agining It derogatory or unmanly to be classed with tyros, but 
unless we perfect ourselves in all the minor branches and become 
adepts in each department progressively, 1 am satisfied, unless 
bom a crack shot, we can never attain that proficiency all so 
arduously wish and strive for. It is reasonable, therefore, to 
Similise, the more confused theories and impediments we place in 
our advancement, just bo much we setard progress and improve¬ 
ment. 

I hope the illustrations will demonstrate the object of my wrlt- 
ings. 

Why, then, will the sportsmen, while at the trap, assume such 
ungraceful and constrained positions? Do we ever strike this 
spread-eagle attitude in the Held or brush ? I think not. Then 
why study and contract bad forms and habits which can only be 
confusing and productive of indecision at the very moment we 
should be moBt collected and natural in all our motions? And if 
permissible I will offer a suggestion; let the shootlst watch him¬ 
self carefully and adopt the position, the most natural and easy 
to himself irrespective of such models as Bogardus, Paine or 
Abbey, and when once adopted let him adhere to It In every case 
strictly, and at the end of a year note the beniflctal results. It 
is in accordance with the above facts that I offer you the three 
general positions as accepted and adopted by the three classes of 


through all emergencies. You will also notice many extremes 
and modifications of these three Btyles. I merely gave these as 
the foundations. 

The hope that I may have served a good turn to one single reader 
of the Cbidago Field will justify my Intrusion. With best 
wishes ever for the prosperity and success of the Chicago Field 
and its editor, “Mohawk.”

—Enclosed find game noteB from va¬ 
rious parte of the State. 

Detkoit. —J. W. Jardine and a party of sportsmeu left for MI- 
coBta county to hunt deer, on the evening of Nov. 7. The gi¬ 
gantic antlers of an elk, which were found imbedded in a tree by 
a half breed hunter at Duluth, Minn., have been brought to this 
city, and are now on exhibition at Oilman Brothers' Oyster Ocean 
restaurant. 

The following conversation is said to have taken place In the 
corrdlor of the City Hall recently:" Out hunting yesterday, eh?” 
“Yes; with D.” “With D., and he did not pepper you about the 
legs according to his custom?” “Oh, I knew too much for that; 
whenever he flushed anything I got in the way.” 

Pout Huron. —Ducks coming in Sarnia Bay in greater abun¬ 
dance Uian usual, and the sportsmen of this city and Sarnia are 
out In full force. More ducks on Black river and In the 8t. Clair 
than have been known for many years. Quails also are more

gunners generally as a guide, viz.: Fig. 1 is the general style of 
the market shot and very practical sportsman. Fig. 2 is the style 
"f our gentleman sportsman, who shoots from theory. Fig. 8 is 
the style of the professional trap-Bhot, who will bet you 25 I kill 
this bird. Now I leave you to choose for yourself which is best 
suited to your purpose. 

It will be perceived in Fig. 1, the ordinary field attitude while 
tiring, to be easy, unconstrained and natural, all nerves and 
inusdeB being under the customary strain, and not called upon 
to extra exertions in performing their ordinary functions. 

But in Fig. 2, you will also notice no unnecessary straining; on 
die contrary there is a certain nonchalance as Frenchy ex¬ 
presses it, a certain devil-may-care, as if totally Indifferent as to 
the results. 

And now for Fig. 8; look, It has that expression as If every¬ 
thing were strained and concentrated on the results, and if you 
W B1 take a ten-pound gun and stand In posture two minutes or 
men one by the watch, you will readily believe it, and unless 
constantly practicing you will, on assuming this attitude, experi¬ 
ence a nervous trembling, especially in the legB, being caused by 
the displacement of the natural balance to an unnatural one—a 
ready proof of the strain. 

Allow that a man has no positive style and wishes to adopt one, 
In selecting one of the three I have illustrated, much depends 
whether It is his intention to devote his energies to become pro- 
nelcnt as a professional trap shot, or a crack field shot, and in- 
<>olge in the recreation of trap shooting as a gentleman, merely 
patter It tempt, when he cannot avail himself of the ultimo 
of shooting in the natural field. 

As to the advantages and disadvantages of one position over 
the other, I think there is a very slight difference. You will find 
strong advocates of each, and crack shots of all Btyles; but if I 
"lay be allowed a preference, I should choose No. 1 to carry me 
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abundant than usual. Heavy (locks of wild turkey have been 
seen along the line of the Chicago and Lake Huron R. R., be¬ 
tween here and Thornton, and also along the Grand Trunk, this 
side of Smith Creek, but our sportsmen do not seem to have 
good luck In hunting them. Dr. Archie Stockwell was out on 
Tuesday, Nov. 0, however, and bagged three of these noble birds 
near the Junction. Hares, both Leput Virginianu* and L. ty f- 
vattcut, are abundant in the market, Dr. E. D. Rodgers, U. S. 
Army, killed seventeen woodcocks and five ruffed grouse on the 
2d Inst. Messrs. Jas. H. White, N. P. White, Geo. Crane, Lieut. 
Duff, U. S. A., Will and Henry Botsford and Jas. S. White have 
returned from a three weeks’ trip on the Bauble, where they 
found unlimited grayling, and had good success among the ruffed 
and spotted grouse; they also killed two deer. They lioated down 
the river in boats from dam No. 2 to Lake Huron, returning by 
steamer. 

Flint. —Royal Rlply with three friends has gone to Clam 
Lake after deer. Qualls are abundant and find their way to mar¬ 
ket in great numbers. Ruffed grouse are also seen in limited 
numbers, but we regret to say that many show the marks of a 
brass collar Instead of No. 9 shot. Woodcocks are unusually 
scarce this season. 

Imlay Cut.—A ll kinds of game very abundant. Dr. Jones 
killed a fine doe from his buggy while m route to visit a patient 
on Oct, 80. Doctor Is a good sportsman, and seldom rides with¬ 
out hi# Purdey, 


Elk Corners, Nov. 0.—As usual Uncle Robert Graham leads 
the younger sportsmen. Lost week he took a New Yorker out 
for three dayB to run deer. They succeeded in killing seven. Of 
course John Graham put out the dogs. 

St. Clair. —A pack of pinnated grouse have put in an ap¬ 
pearance between here and Marysville. They are an unusual 
bird in thi6 part of the State. A Granger killed three and 
brought them to towu, not knowing what they were. He won¬ 
dered if they were good to eat. 

Olivet. —Woodcocks, black and grey ducks are abundant on 
Pine Lake at present, but there arc few here who are capable of 
gathering them in. Spencer Beuhaui took out a lot of decoys 
and built a blind, when he made such slaughter among the wild 
fowl as fairly astonished the old fogies of this towu. The col¬ 
lege students are driving off all the game in the vicinity with 
their old muskets and cur dogs. We wish they would devote 
their attention to rabbits, of which we have more than an abund¬ 
ance. Geo. Galusha has killed three blue herons along Battle Creek 
this Fall, and has bagged several turkeys. We had an abundance 
of woodcockB in September, but they have all disappeared. Is it 
not early for them to migrate ? 

Bay City, Nov. 8 , 1877.—The Ready Brothers, who were 
hunting on the Bauble river, have returned, having met with a 
very unfortunate accident, barely escaping with their lives. For 
two weeks everything had been prosperous, and the boys were be¬ 
ginning to congratulate themselves upon their good fortune. 
Their course down the Au Sauble had been pleasant, and they 
had secured twelve splendid deer, besides'other game, and like¬ 
wise many furs. When running the rapids, some eight miles 
from the mouth of the river, their boat upset, throwing all into 
the water, where it was some fifteen feet deep. With great diffi¬ 
culty the young men succeeded in reaching the banks of the 
river, the younger brother having a very narrow escape from 
drowning. After resting from their struggles and allowing their 
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fright to subside, the boys made their way to the shore of Suginaw 
Bay, and took the shore steamer for home, arriving minus camp 
equipage, game, peltries, boat, guns, traps, etc., and yet, under 
all this misfortune, the youths are still hopeful, and express their 
lntentiou to try it again.. 

8tanton, Montcalm county, Nov. 12.—A few days since, a 
three-year-old son of Burt Hull was playing on the railroad track 
and would have been run over by an approaching traiu 
but for the timely appearance of a neighbor’s setter, who seized 
the child aud dragged it out of danger. The Incident was wit¬ 
nessed by several persons, who were, however, too far away to 
rescue the child themselves. 

Memphis, Nov. 18.—A distressing accident occurred here to¬ 
day. Henry Castle and a companion, named Dawson, were out 
hunting, when the latter fell into the water from a log. Castle 
reached down to relieve him from his gun, seized It by the muz¬ 
zle and drew It towards him, when it exploded, the charge pass- 
ivg through his side, death occurring Instantcously. 

Fort Huron, Mich., Nov. 17, 1877.—Unexceptional weather for 
6hooting; light froBt at night, and clear, pleasant days. Numer¬ 
ous wild turkeys, ruffed grouse and hares, both whlte-and grey, in 
market. Have just returned from two days’shooting with Mr. Rob’t 
Graham, of Elk Corner, Samlac county. Two deer rewarded our 
efforts the first day; the second was a failure In every respect, for 
though we started several, no shots were obtained. Venison is 
abundant in market. Several firms are buying and sacking for 
the New York market. Ducks still appear in Sarnia bay, but are 
very shy. Unaccountably, the Ricord marshes, fifteen miles south 
of this city, offer better ducking than the St. Clair Flats. 

St. Clair, Nov. 10, 1877.—Wild cats have put in an appear¬ 
ance, two having been killed last week within two and a-half 
miles of town. Parties owning valuable dogs, should come here to

The matches ehol at Creudmoor on Nov. 14 were Hie eueoud competi¬ 
tion for the "Skirmisher's Badge" anil the second contest at the "run 
nine deer" target, Tha first named match was open to all members of 
the National Kllle Associaliou of the State National Guard, In iiuitorm. 
Weapons, regular military rifle; distances, 200 and 500 yards; second 
clBSB target at both distances. Competitors to be formed in squads of 
equal strength in rear of the 500 yards firing points, each squad oppo- 
site its target. At command the first man in each squad to place him¬ 
self at the firing point and load. At a given signal each of these men 
to advance toward his target till a second signal is given, when he will 
halt, fire (from any military position), theu rise lo his feet and load. 
This practice to be continued nnttl each competitor fires five rounds 
advancing to. and the same number retiring from the target. The high¬ 
est score to take tbe badge, the next highest to take 15 per cent, of tbe 
entrance mouey, and the third highest 10 pur cent. The badge to be¬ 
come the property of the competitor wioniug it three times. There 
were fourteen entries. Mr. James Itoss won the badge, making 21 out 
of 25 advancing, and 16 retiring, the total being 37. Captain C. E. True- 
low took second place on a score of 31. and Mr. G. F. Merchant came lit 
third on 29. 

The running deer mutch was open to till comers: distance, 100 yards; 
the highest score to take the prize (a repeating rifle), the next to take 
15 per cent, of tbe money and fines, mid the third 10 per cent.; the rifle 
to become the properly of the peraou wiuuiug it three times. There 
were thirty.six entries—a number of the competitors entering several 
times. Mr. G. Waterman won the first anil second prizes, each one on 
a ecore of 111 points. 

On the same day, Mr. T. Lamb, Jr., one or the reserves or the Ameri 
can "International team" of thie year, whilst practicing, scored thirty 
boll's eyes in succession at 900 yards. The shooting was done In the 
presence of Captain Hairy, Mr. Clerk of the Sun, and the Herald re¬ 
porter The weaiher was delightful; the ttlr clear aud cool; the wind 
moderately Heady and blowing a light breeze tip the range In the direc 
tion of from "hair-post live" to half past six o'clock." lo performing 
this ueheard-oT as unexpected achievement. Mr. Lamb used three kinds 
or ammunition-first, a quantity containing 103 grains of power, behind 
a Remington pointed bullet of 550grains: second, the round pointed 
bullet of the same make and weight, and third, the same, with a shell 
filled at random on the field. The wind gauge wna moved occasiou- 
ally during the practice from zero to ooe point left, and the elevation 

on the tangent scale -hutt|sight was equal to 3 ilog, 20 mlo.. excepting 
during the last five or six rounds, when It was increased by several 
points. Of course this is not a record, aud is only given to show what 
a man can do on hie day.

Compulsion vs. Coaxing.

The various articles which have lately appealed in this paper « 
advocating the use of a check cord in breaking, have called out ), 
letters in which the writers attack this compulsion theory, aim i : 
attempt to demonstrate the, correctness of their views by citing j 
some particular case in which they have broken a pup by coaxing, 0 
alone. Certainly every man has a right to his own opinion and i 
to follow his own fashion in handling his dogs. They are his [ 
property, and If their work suits hint no one ueed grumble be¬ 
cause they have been broken with a cheek-cord or without one. a 

The right to criticise a principle is, however, free U) all, and we 
are only repaying these writers in their own coin if we review t 
their statements and Bhow that they do not cover the case and j 
hence are unreliable aa standards in training. 1 

In the first place it must be evident tbat complete and absolute i 
subjection to the will of the master is the only foundation npou 
which thorough training can he built up. Now, this subjection i 
can only be obtained by struggle and couqucst. If there is no , 
struggle thereean be no victory,no master and uo servant m the full , 
and true sense of the terms, because the one which should obey , 
will not be compelled to recognize bis superior, and will therefore 

yield him only such obedience as may suit his fancy. If work is 

"made play, the pup delights in it only so long as It affords him 
amusement, and if a command is given after weariness takes 
the place of pleasure, or at a time when the pupil is not m the 
right mood, he will refuse to recognize it, and cither force must 
lie resorted to, or the pup, allowed to disobey for that time,will be 
laught more of evil than many later lessons can undo. Tbc ad¬ 
vocates of the coaxing theory' strenuously urge the fact that the 
pupil must not be tired, and hero they at once coufess their 
weakness, for they thereby admit that they have uot sufficient 
control to make him obey if not so inclined. In the course of 
our experience we have seeu many dogs that hud been broken in 
this wav, and so long as all went well, no complaiut could bo 
made against them, but the moment any disturbing oleiueiit was 
introduced, the bad effects of the system became apparent. Mauy 
aud many a bird have we sen left to rot on the further bauk of a 
stream or iu some briar patch, because the dog which had re¬ 
trieved gaily all day before weariness dulled his pleasure, refused 
at last to cross over or face the thorns in the performance of w bat 
should have been a recognized duty. 

The position sucb writers take is untenable for two reasons, 
first because It cannot, or rather is not consistently carried out, 
and secondly because it Is inapplicable to all dogs. Such In rak¬ 
ers are not consistent because when they come across a wilful or 
obstinate pup, they lose confidence in coaxing after mauy trials, 
and resort to the whip. We have seen such gentry times and 
again applv far more force through the medium of a rawhide than 
any cheek-cord man would ever have to resort to. This may be 
denied and branded as no argument, but let any one bring the 
uuestlon squarelv home to himself, give him a dog that will not 
be coaxed, and see if he abandons him without first, laying aside 
his theory and taking up the Ia6h. Even as “one swallow does 
not make a Summer” one dog, if such can be produced, well 
broken by the cuaxiug method, will not prove this theory applica¬ 
ble to all" We know that by far the greater number, if uot all <>r 
the noted breakers iu the country, rely upon force of some kind 
in breaking, and the reason is because Uko all men of varied ex¬ 
perience they have found that force alone is the appeal to which 
nil dugs yield. The fact that these men turn out l be best broken 
dogs if the dog is of itself no bad demonstration of the correct¬ 
ness of tbeir principles, and it is no offset to say that these men 
arc better breakers, for the great difference between one man 
and another lies only iu the system each follows. 

It is a very pretty sight to see a pup jump to obey some kindly 
worded order, but is it uot as pleasant to mark the obedience of a 
dog who does as he is told because be is told, and with uo mani¬ 
festation that he thinks he is being played with! The forcing 
system does not imply cruelty, nor does It preclude any enjoy¬ 
ment to the dog when he obeys. On the contrary experience 
warrants us iu saying that no obedience is more prompt!), cheer¬ 
fully aud willingly given than that of a dog who recognizes tbat, 
lie serves one who is thoroughly and truly his master.

If, many believe, we are to seek for the origin of the Blen- 
heitn spaniel In that extremely undent eouutry China, it is 
highly probable that this little favorite can boast of a longer 
pedigree tbat any dog we possess, and that a dog somew hat 
similar to this was wont to comfort the heart of old Confucius 
himself. However, he tbat as It may, they first made tbeir ajw 
pearance in England in the reign of Charles II, being imported 
from Spain, so the story runs, by John Churehlll, first Duke of 
Marlborough, and brought by him to his palace of Blenheim, 
where a picture of him aud his spaniels may yet be seen by any 
one Interested in the subject. At first the Duke used the new 
hreed solely for the purpose of sport, and right gamefully did 
they do their work in the covert. They seemed never to weary of 
well-doing, and could, of course, enter into placeB where other 
and larger spaniels were no use. One cannot help getting fond 
of a good horse that carries one well over a rough country, or a 
beautiful and intelligent dog to whom you owe many a long day s 
-port, and so it came to pass that John's favourites were soon 
admitted to liis fellowship, and to bed and board In the palace. 

Now, John was not ODly a rather handsome man, but, he was, 
likewise, just a little haughty, though every Inch a gentleman 
and a cavalier. But none of these qualities militated against bis 
being a favorite with the ladies. “Love me, love my dog,” aud 
so the little spaniels very soon became favorites too. It was not 
long before those fairy wee sprites came to be loved on their ow n 
account alone, quite independently of John Duke of Marlborough 
The smaller dogs of this breed got to be tbe ladles’ favorites, and 
those a little larger were used as sporting dogs. It is with the 
little carpet knights I have to do In this paper.

It has been said that Blenheims are difficult to rear. Well, they n 
.re like all toys, naturally delicate; their organs are built on a a 
•cry tiny scale, but I believe, with ordinury attention aud careas s 
o what they eat. when they eat, aud how much, you will uol find t 
hem less healthy than any other breed. Exercise is most essen- 
;ial to the well-being of a Blenheim of any age, and puppies, cs- i 
serially, need plenty of fun to keep them happy and healthy, c 
Daily grooming aid6 the growth of feather, so does a hard bed at j 
light, and regular feeding, witli plenty of pure water, fresh ail, 
ind no sweets. By the Loudon fancy King Charles and Blen¬ 
heims are bred rather Indiscriminately; hut if the public will have 
frog-nosed Blenheims what can the Loudon fancy do! ' 

lu character the Blenheim is very loving, indeed, hut a trifle l 
jealous. I’ll tell you my Bomby’s little story, by way of Ulus- < 
trating the Blenheim character. Bomby, so called from the tex¬ 
ture of hia jacket (from Bombyx , the silkworm), was the smallest 
and best marked of a litter of six. He had a most fascinating 
head and face, aud eyes that beamed with love, or overflowed 
with mischief, according to the humor he happened to he in.

Kmuling aud Kennel Miiinigeiiieut.--No. 1.

I have in conclusion a few words to say about keunel manage¬ 
ment. On this point your readers will find nearly all that is 
necessary in the various works which exist on dog management. 
There are, however, just one or two points on which the special 
experience of a fox-terrier breeder may be useful. 

I may assume that the would-be breeder has to sel out the 
choice of a brood hitch. My last letter will have left him in no 
doubt as to my opinion of the different strains of blood; I need 
hardly say that ir a broeder wishes to succeed, Ire need not lie 
afraid at outlay at the beginning. Any saving in liis original 
choice of material will he false, economy; at the Bamc time it is 
not necessary that ho should begin with a limi-class animal. A 
healthy hitch of thoroughly good blood hut slightly deficient in 
some of tbe show points is almost as likely to succeed at tin- 
stud as her more distinguished rivals. Indeed, if it were a 
choice, 1 would far sooner hreed from an inferior animal of pure 
iflood Ibau from one of superior appearance with an uncertain or 
impure pedigree. Above all, the beginner should get a good 
constitution and its Invariable accompaniment and symptom of 
good coat. 

In choosing a dog the breeder of course will be guided b) tin* 
individual peculiarities of the bitch, and stiff more by the pecu¬ 
liarities of the family to which she belongs. And as of the bitch 
so I would say of the dog, let no amount of good looks beguile a 
breeder into using an animal whose purity of blood is not well 
established. If he yields to the temptation lie will have only 
himself to blame for the almost Inevitable failure which awaits 
him. As to the question of in-breeding it Is hard to lay down 
general rules. I have In my last letter mentioned several in¬ 
stances where it has been tried without any bad results, or dimin¬ 
ution of muscular and constitutional strength. On the othoi 
hand if there is any unsouudness of constitution, in breeding is 
sure to increase it. I am Inclined to think that sbyuess Is often 
aggravated or even produced by in-breeding, and where there is 
any tendency to that failing, I should certainly abstain from the 
practice. But whero the blood is thoroughly pure and good, and 
where there is no taint of ill-health or uervoue disorder, I believe 
tbe. breeder Deed not he afraid of mating animals nearly related, 
and will it far hotter to do so than to have recourse to inferior 
blood. 

For my own part I should strongly advise auy oue who 16 
going into breeding on anything like a large Beale, to keep a stud 
i dog of his own. He will thereby avoid all risks entailed by send- 
: ing bitches about the eouutry just at a time when any unusual 
I disturbance is likely to be specially prejudicial. He has a cer- 
• tain guarantee, too. of hie dog not being overworked. Bitches 
, seem to have a perverse way of coming on heat simultaneously, 

I and in sueli cases, as Is hut natural, a stranger has to put up with 
I the leavings. At the same time theBC considerations should not 
i tempt a breeder to use a decidedly Inferior animal from his own 
t keunel, when a better one can be had elsewhere, 
s Another question that suggests Itself is the age at which tbc 
1 hitch should be used. I have had good whelps from a bitch who 
was barely over a year at the time of pupping, and if the. bitch 
I be well grown and vigorous and the season of the year favorable, 

I should always advocate breeding undor such circumstances. In 
t such a case, however, I should not attempt to rear over four 
f pups. I should also lu such u case always allow the bitch to be 
e faDou jiext time, unleBs, indeed, as Is the case with some lilghly- 
y brWlTox-terrlcrs, the period of heat only occurred at Intervals of 
n nine months or a year. If the breeder should decide to use a 
young bitch he should certainly put her to a dog of mature 
I years ; and on tbo other hand a young dog should only he used 
e with mature bitches. Tho opposite extreme, too, Is to be avoided, 
a though I do not think inyself that there is the same danger of 
aj breeding from an old dog and bitch as where both parents are lin- 
If mature. 

t. As to the season of breeding, I am perhaps hardly familiar 
ik enough with Atnerlcau weathor for my experience to be of much 
id value to your readers. My own experience is, that It Is not much 
m use In having pups aftor "September or before February. I do 
is uot mean that where there is some very special reason for wish-

In a Qi an ii ak v.—Dogs have of late occupied a large share of 
public attentiou. Magistrates have, reprehended their excesses, 
coronors have, held inquiries over thefr victims, aud newspapers 
have speculated upon the best method of keeping them within 
bounds. It was reserved, however, to the dogs ol Newport, 
(Mon.) to be honored by au auimated debate in the town council 
concerning their rights and privileges as citizens. Councilor 
Goss gave it as his opinion that .(It would be better to slay every 
dog In the United Kingdom sooner than a human life should be 
lost by hydrophobia. Newport avbs quite given over to the rav¬ 
ages of homeless curs, and on more than one occasion some of 
them had growled and looked at him ferociously The Mayor 
was here appealed to by a conscript father to lay down the exact 
xiatus of dogs In the community, but his worship declined to 
commit himself to auy definite expression of opinion. A fearless 
councilor, rejoicing in the name of Bear, stood forward as the 
champion of the canine defendants, und denied their behavior 
called for any special action. Indeed, he more than hinted that 
the animals had only been n little led astray by following the bad 
example of certain human inhabitants of the borough. An alder¬ 
man thereupon stood up to throw Ills influence aud eloquence in 
the scale against the lawless mongrels, and suggested that the 
full force and majesty of the law should be directed against them 
when they evinced any signs of rabies. There, however, appeared 
to him to be grave difficulties in the way of setting the necessary 
machinery In motion. “How,” he asked “was a constable to 
know when a dug was mail, and how was he to apprehend him 
when he knew it!” As an instance, a dog hud recently given 
proofs of insanity in an hotel in the town, and when the police 
were sent for they refused to remove him without a warrant! 
Uuder such elreumBtances he should like to know what people 
were to do.

Were they to take the law in their own bauds, or could 
they Invoke the aid of Its myrmidons! The council appeared dis¬ 
concerted hy these questions, and, to add to their perplexity, the 
superintendent of police complained that lie could only confine 
canine offeudera hy tying them to the wheels of thu fire-engines 1 
Ware a lire to break out in the meantime, he was at a lose to say 
how he should act. Appalled at the Increasing complication, the 
council hurriedly resolved to put the dogs act. in force.— Temdon 
Echo.

Conical Chambers and Conical Base Paper Shells.— 
Bridgeport, Conn., Nov. 12, 1877 .—Editor Chicago Field :—1 did 
not intend In the letter published in the Chicago Field Nov. \\ 
to find fault with nor apeak disparagingly of either Mr. Hunt, or 
Mr. Shockley, hut I did any, and now rc(>caL, that the statements 
and theories contained in their letters were entirely unsupported 
by any known rules of meckauical Hcleuce. Neither did I find 
fault with, or claim superiority for any particular manufacturer of 
shells; I did intend, and now do say, that a conical chamber in 
the breech of u gun, or a conical wad iu the bottom of a shell, 
will not, a* claimed, Increase the explosive force of a 
charge of powder twenty-five per cent., or auy per 
cent., aud at. the same time diminish the recoil of 
the gun; and as your correspondent J. W. aM. iu his letter 
of the 5th attributes the perforation of the paper of his shells to 
“the explosive properties of the conical base” (which by the way 
does not explode) I trust that he will excuse me if I put the 
opinion so expressed in Ids letter In the same bag with those of 
Messrs. Hunt and Shockley. 

I do uot feel that l have written anything in my former letter 
to merit the many words and sentences of friendly advice so freely 
given by J. W. M. (which 1 beg he will spare iu future.) My 
object in writing was to call the attention of the readers of the 
Chicago Field to what. I consider au unsupported and incon¬ 
sistent theory, and 1 trust that in future I may personally be 
allowed the privilege without havlug sinister motives attributed 
to my communications, and intimations that I am writing letters 
to gain business patronage by denouncing others. 

If as claimed by the supporters of the theory, the force of a 
charge of powder is iucreaacd twenty-five per cent, by a conical 
base, there would certainly be a very marked difference Iu the 
penetration (not necessarily pattern) of a charge of shot when the 
same charge of powder was used in the comparatively flat and 
conical base paper shells, and also a decided difference In the 
recoil of the gun. 

After referring to all the several letters from parties referred to 
by J. W. M., which have appeared in the Chicago Field, I fail tt 
find ouc single statement confirming any such increased peuctra- 
tion of shot or diminished recoil of guns. It is therefore to he 
hoped that the rules of mechanical science so well knowu to J. 
\V. M., by which the theory is supported will be given to the 
readers of the Chicago Field at an early date. 

I have been taught that a volume of explosive gas generated 
in a chamber exerts its pressure in all directions alike. 1 have 
also been taught that In all eases where power is exerted that 
“action and reacliou arc equal.” 

If these well known auxiotns are at fault or can be controverted 
either In the explosive, force of a charge, of gunpowder or the 
action of a volume of steam, iu the one case, the lifting of a 
weight or recoil of a gun in the other, the public will be greatly 
instructed by knowing the facts. A. C. Hobbs.
